Delegates Ferd Warner and Fred W. 
Priesmeyer, charged with brivery in tne 
Ascher garage case, must be tried by 4 
jury selected from a regular panel, ac- 
cording to a decision handed down Mon- 
day by Judge Muench. 

Judge Muench, in denying Circuit At- 
torney Sager's request for a special 
jury, said that there is now no law au- 
thorizing the appointment of special 
juries in St. Louis. The opinion may 
have an important bearing on the case 
of William R. Coyne, wi@ was recent- 
ly convicted by a special jury in Judge 
Williams’ court of perjury, committed 
in connection with the Ascher case, An 
appeal in Coyne'’s case is now ppend- 
ing. 

Judge Muench, in his decision, said 
that the Legislature of 1905 repealed 
the law providing for special juries in 
criminal cases in cities having over 
800,000 inhabitants. No law now exists 
for this purpose, he said, except one 
applying to cities of 150,000 to 400,000 
inhabitants, Therefore, »< *=!4. Kan- 
gas City 18 the only place in the State 
where special juries can legally be sum- 
__moned, 

, Special Jury Not Needed, 

He then proceetied to sustain the de- 
fense’s contention that, even if the law 
authorized special jurtes, one would not 
be needed in the Warner-Priesmeyer 
case, 

“Tt is true,” said Judge Muench, “that 
the crime of bribery strikes at the 
vitals of our system of government. 
Yet it cannot be said that a presecu- 
tion of this nature presents any un- 
usual elements of difficulty, which men 
ef ordinary intelligence would fail to 
grasp, or that the crime charged is of 
such questionable turpitude that men 
of common honesty would not condemn 
it. 

“The Court is no more called on to fur- 
nish a jury which is presumed to decide 
a given case in favor of the State, than 
to furnish one which should find in favor 
of the defendant. It is at least a far 
atretch of imagination to assume that 
the average citizens of a great city, 
when called to the performance of jury 
duty, will be so neglectful of their sol- 
emn obligations, and so calleused to the 
enormity of this particular charge, as to 
be unwilling to convict when violations 
of the law are plainly shown.”’

Trouble Is, Jurist Declares, That 
Hubby’s Meals Are Not Made 
Sufficiently Nourishing. 




















Now, St. Louis wife, here is the rea- 
son why your husband stops on his way 
home to get a toddy and why, after 
eating his supper, he slavs on his hat 
and hikes to the nearest saloon. You 
don’t know how to cook. You are like 
the person who talks a lot but doesn’t 
say anything. You prepare plenty of 
meals, but you don't make them nour- 
fishing and your poor hubby must absorb 
strong liquids or strave. 

Justice Greenbaum of the Supreme 
Ceurt of New York says so. Here is 
what he told the pupils at the Hebrew 
Technical School for Girls: 

“In this country the cooking is far 
from what it ought to be, particularly 
in the country districts, where nature 
has endowed the soil with all that 
Should make for ideal conditions as 
to food. Yet the average woman there 
knows nothing about cooking. The 
cooking is vile. Children are nourished 
improperly. The wage earner, the bread 
winner, does not receive proper food to 
sustain him. I have ne doubt that many 
men go to saloons at night just because 
they are improperly nourished at®@home.”

ALLEGED THIEVES CONFESS

State Supreme Court Finds 
Present Passenger Rate Is 
Unconstitutional. 





OLD FINDING UPHELD 
Justice Mestrezat Only One 
Who Voted Against 
the Ruling. 








PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 20.—The 2-cent 
railroad fare now in force in Pennsyl- 
vania was today declared unconstitu- 
tional by the State Supreme Court. 

An opinion was handed down affirming 
the decision of the Common Pleas Court 
of Philadelphia, rendered last Septem- 
ber. The vote of the court was four to 
three, the dissenting opinion being given 
by Justice MeStrezat. 

The justices who dissented were Mes- 
trezat, Stewart and Potter. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is contending that the 
act was unreasonable and considered 
only the earnings of its passenger busi- 
ness within the State. 

Injustice the Question. 

The majority opinion declares that 
the real question in the case is wheth- 
er the new rate law transgressed the 
provisions of the Constitution that 
the legislative power to alter char- 
tiers shall be exercised oonly in such 
manner that no injustice shall be 
done to the corporatecrs. 

If the records of the show 
that any Federal question is involved 
the city of Philadelphia can appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The 2-cent fare law was enacted by 
the last Legislature by a practically 
unanimous vote. The reiilreads fought 
the bill vigorously, and after it became 
a law the Pennsylvania Railroud in- 
stituted the suit decided today.

“Supper was on the table, laid for four, 
atic he said before we ate he wanted 
to show me over the place again, as I 
hac not seen it all. He showed me a 
room lined entirely with mirrors, an- 
other beautifully upholstered and fitted, 
also a secret stairway \s.hich led from 
the upper to the lower floor. Then he 
showed me a finely furnished bedroom 
and when I sat down he poured out a 
gless of wine and set it before me. 
When I did not drink it, he asked me 
what was the matter, and I took a lit- 
tlh: of it. I knew no more for some 
time.

“Now, Mrs. Thaw,” began Littleton, 
“please tell us everything else you 
can recall on that night.” 

“Mr. Thaw told me it was most un- 
fortunate and asked me if I had ever 
told anyone about it. I told him that 
I had not, but I cannot recall all he 
said. I can recall his actions bet- 
I told him this was the reason 
I could not marry him. 

Said He Would Always Care. 

“He declared that I was unfortunate;

The note 
is said to have been misiaid, but. its 
contents will be admitted.

These affidavits, secured by Florence 
Sullivan and lred D. Kellogg of coun- 
sel for Mr, Walsh, will be used as the 
mainstay of defense in the nght to se- 
cure a reversal of verdict when the 
case is carried to the United States 
Court of Appeals. 


Trail Juror to Home. ‘ 
Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Kellogg, the lat- 


ter Mr. Walsh’s private secretary, kept 
close to Mr. Palmer from the time he 
Jeft the courtroom in the Federal Build- 
ing until he reached his home near 
Harvard. ‘They rode to Harvard on 
the same train with him. They slept 
at the Ayres Hotel in Harvard, wher; 
Mr. Palmer passed the night. They 


' drove with Mr. Palmer to his farm. 


Government secret service men also 
accompanied Mr. Palmer to Harvard, 
but returned when the fermer started 
for his country home. Freed from Gov- 
ernment espionage, Mr. Palmer talked 
freely of his experiences in the jury 
room. 

He told a story remarkable enough 
to convince Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Kel- 
logge that he was whipped into line by 
methods that broke his will and made 
him unaccountable for his acts.

Howe galned control of the Eleventh 
District Committee by winning over 
George W. Galloway, who, at previous 
meetings of the committee, voted with 
the Niedringhaus faction. This gave 
Howe control of the committee by a vote 
of five to four. The committee met at 
Republican City headquarters and quick- 
ly adopted the Howe plan. Julius Lauf, 
Henry Sperflage, Dr. Carriea and Jo- 
seph Polinski, anti-Howe committeemen, 
bolted the meeting and refused to par- 
ticipate in the proceedings. 

Compromise Reported. 

It is charged by the anti-Howe fac. 
tion that he won over the Twelfth 
District Committee by agreeing with 
Dr. Joseph L. Boehm, it chairman, not 
to put up opposing delegations in the 
five wards represerited by the majority 
members of the committee. These wards 
are the Fourth, Fifth, Fourteenth, Fif- 
teenth and TIwenty-fifth. 

The Howe followers are jubilant. The 
Niedringhaus followers gathered at,the 
headquarters of the Republican State 
Committee. They declared that the calls 
were iilegal, and that contests would 
be made. 

The previous calls for direct primaries 
were rejected by the Board of Election 
Commissioners. The delegates will be 
selected by direct primaries under the 
call of the State and City committees, 
which calls have been recognized by the 
Election Board.

Pieces of the fuse were found on the 
roof. There were tracks in the snow, 
leaffng to the fire escape.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 20.—Persist- 
ent reports from European capitals of 
plots to destroy the United States fleet 
under the command of Admiral Evans 
has resulted in the detention of four al- 
leged anarchists. They will be held’ by 
the Brazilian police until after the de- 
parture of the ships. 

While many persons in authority scoff 
at the idea of a plan to blow up the 
vessels, the Chief of Police in this city 
has given strict instructions to arrest all 
known anarchists and suspicious per- 
sons, 

Admiral Evans is still confined to his 
cabin and it is reported he will not go 
ashore again while the ships remain in 
Brazil. . 

The torpedo boat Lawrence has com- 
wleted repairs and the fleet is coaled 


and ready to sail. Six thousand tons 
of coal were bought here at $10 a ton. 

Upon the departure of the ships the 
President of Brazil will review the ves- 
sels in Roosevelt fashion.

MEN AND ISSUES. 

Mr. Bryan has dominated the Democratic party 
for so long a time that he sometimes appears to 
assume the attitude of command toward his 
fellow citizens.in general. 

Thus in discussing issues he speaks as one 
having authority not only to commit his own 
party, but to limit the activities. of all parties. 
“Government ownership of railways will not be 
an issue in the coming campaign,” he said the 
other day with the air of a man who was finally 
disposing of a question. 

It is well to remember that the great issues 
which have divided the American people have 
not been forced by any man. No man has made 
the issues, but the issues have made many a 
man. Mr. Bryan owes his present conspicuity to 
an issue of which he was but an humble advo- 
cate. Free silver was not hit upon by him. Mr. 
Bryan was hit upon by free silver. 

Most of the time since 1896 Mr. Bryan has been 
assorting, labeling, advancing and retiring issues, 
but if he lives to be a hundred, and we hope he 
will, it is not probable that he will ever again 
be identified with another issue as he was with 
that which called for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of cheap silver dollars. That was the issue 
that adopted him, and he and it will be as- 
sociated forever. 

While leaders, no matter how eminent, do not 
hand issues ready made to their countrymen 
and do not govern political discussion or circum- 
scribe the meditations of the people, they do by 
loose and hasty utterance fix their own public 
character in the minds of the people. Mr. Bryan 
has no more power to say that government owner- 
ship will not be an issue this year than he has 
to forbid the discussion of his personal qualifica- 
tions for the presidency. 

One way in which government ownership can 
be forced into the coming campaign, not as an 
issue indeed, but as an argument in favor of 
the election of a Republican candidate, will be 
to make Mr. Bryan the nominee of the Demo- 
crats. He has committed himself to that lurid 
experiment in State socialism. It will not be an 
issue. It will be a club which Republicans will 
use to beat the life out of the Democratic party. 

So it is with many other ideas for which in 
his exuberance the gentleman from Nebraska has 
made himself responsible. He and his platform 
may advance what issues they will; the people 
who in fact make the issues in this country will 
go directly to fhe first principles of things and 
they will pin Mr. Bryan down to them in a 
manner that may not be highly agreeable to him. 

Presidential campaigns are not pillow fights, 
and candidates, particularly perpetual candidates, 
are not usually suffered to march through them 
cn dress parade, selecting their own battle 
grounds and moving first upon one line and then 
upon another as the humor may seize them. 
There is fighting on both sides and many an 
offensive demonstration has been forced to as- 
sume the defensive in short order and so has 
continued to the end. 

This happened to Mr. Bryan in 1896, when he 
had a real issue, and it happened to him again 
in 1900, when he had a self-made issue. He and 
his followers were on the run from the first. 
They forgot their carefully planned issues and 
devoted such time as they could spare from 
flight to hasty defense, explanation and apology. 
Why should a great party deliberately undertake 
such another footrace to the rear, and what but 
notoriety and lecture receipts has Mr. Bryan to 
gain by such a repetition? 


There is no sign at present of a burning issue 
for 1908. The renomination of Mr. Bryan will 
merely invite the people to pass judgment upon 
their own judgment.. In such a- campaign we need 
not doubt that there will be prodigies of traye]

Power of Milk Inspectors. 
To the Bultor ot the Post-Diapatch, 

I have read your editorial of the 15th inst., en- 
titled, “How to Get Pure Milk,”’ with interest and 
confess a doubt as to the practicability of the reme- 
dy therein suggested, i. e., that the City of St. Louis 
should send its inspectors into Illinois, there to exer- 
cise the power of inspection granted by them*in the 
ordinance of St. Louis (which is a law of Missouri) 
for the following reasons: Such inspectors would 
have no legal authority, merely by virtue of such law 
of Missouri, to exercise their statutory powers in III} 
nois. If they should attempt so to do, they might 
be subjected to all kinds of legal attack. If, how- 
ever, the State of Illinois should legislatively recog- 
nize the powers of such inspectors, as conferred by 
the ordinance, your proposition *vculd be practicable. 
Doubtless, in your illustration of milk Inspection in 
the cities of New York and Chicago, the particular 
places where the power of inspection is exercised, 
lie within the territorial limits of the same power 
which hes legislative control of those cities respec- 
tively. Again, shippers of milk from Illinois to» Mis- 
sourt can claim the protection of the commerce 
clause of the Federal Constitution with respect to 
shipments in the original vessels, even if such ves- 
sels shall have come into, and be in, Missouri and it 
would be impossible thus to exclude from Missouri 
impure milk thus shipped from <llinois. But the mo- 
ment such milk is poured from the vessels of soip- 
ment in Missouri, then the power of the Missouri in- 
spector may be exercised. Therefore, as a practical 
matter, the power of inspection can be made as. et- 
fective in this State as if exercised at the source of

Federal Judge McPherson 
Grants Injunction to Mis- 
souri Railways. 








COURT SCORES CRITICS 





Men Too Often Decry Power 
of the Nation and Tribu- 
nals, He Declares. 





\NSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 20.—Judge 
Smith McPherson, in the United States 
District Court here today, declared un- 
constitutional the statute passed by the 
Missouri Legislature in 1907, forbidding 


foreign corporations from transferring’ 


suits brought against them from the 
State to the Federal courts, under pen- 
alty of forfeiture of their charters. 

The application of the Rock Island, 
Santa Fe, Kansas City & Colorado, the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, and the Chicago 
& Alton Railway companies for an in- 
junction to prevent John E. Swanger, 
Secretary of State, from enforcing the 
law was granted by the Court. 

Federal Judge Attacked. 

When the Legislature passed the law 
last winter, Judge Philips of the Fed- 
eral Court in Kansas City was at- 
tacked by legislators as a friend of the 
corporations. It was declared in debate 
that railroads seldom lost suits in his 
court and that he, a short time before, 
had accompanied railroad officials on a 
pleasure trip to the Southwest. The 
powerful railroad lobby in Jefferson City 
favored the substitution of the law 
now declared void for a law, then pro- 
posed, to compel foreign corporations to 
incorporate in Missouri before being al- 
lowed to do business. 

Judge McPherson quotes freely from 
previous decisions. Under the law on 
which today’s decision is based the for- 
eign railway corporation which trans- 
fers a suit from the State to the Federal 
court without the consent of the other 
party is to forfeit its charter for five 
vears and be fined not less than $2000 
and not more than $10,000 for each of- 
fense in violating the order of the Sec- 
retary of the State. The provisions also 
apbly when suit is begun in the Federal 
Court without written consent of the 
other side. 

Discusses State Rights. 
Officers of the State, continued Ji’ 
McPherson in his decision, too often 
decry the power of the Nation. “Stute 
» yights is their shibboleth,’’. he added. 
“The most attractive argument to some 
lawyers of recent days is that the State 
courts alone, in the first instance, should 
pass upon the question as to the valid- 
ity of. State statutes, with the right of 
the defended party to carry the case fer 
final decree to the Supreme Court of the 
Inited States. Such arguments are 
plausible, are convincing to many good 
people, but are so dangerous as te 
amount to a heresy. It is the extreme 

of “State Rights’ in a new form.” 

Judge McPherson cited a decision of 
the Wisconsin State Supreme Coury 
which upheld a State statute under 
which an insurance company’s charter 
had been revoked for removing a case 
to a Federal court. 

In this case, however, he says, the 
company had no property in the State, 
and had m-de no investments therein. 
“In the case at bar,’’ he says, “a HU- 
cense to do business is not the question. 
Fach of the companies invested millions 
of dollars, and it is now in the State 
and cannot remove. To prevent it from 
doing business means appropriating its 
property, or destroying it, without mak- 
ing any compensation therefor. It was 


invited to come into the State, and was 
told by the laws then in force that it 
should have the same and like sianding 
as resident companies, with benefits as 
great, and with burdens no greater. 
After these investments had been mad>, 
and which cannot be withdrawn, it is 
declared by legislation that no kind of 
litigation shall be carried on by ii in 
any court other than the State courts, 
but leaving to the railway corporation 
organized under the laws of the State, 
to go to the national courts with its 
litigation of all kinds arising under 
the laws or Constitution of the United 
States. The State corporation, orgar- 
ized under its laws, may sue or be sued 
in any court, State or national, if there 
is a federation question, but a foreign 
corporation doing business as a com- 
petitor must at all times be subject to 
the State courts; or, if it ventures into 
— court, then all investors lost 
4 

In his conclusion, tte Judge says the 
“statute is void as being in conflict 
with the National Constitution, In that 
it is repugnant to the. provision which 
reads: ‘No State shall pass any law 
impairing the obligation of contracts.’ ”
